pessimist philosopher Schopenhauer taught 
that the basis lay in “the will to 
live.” His successor, Nietzsche, extended this 
dea and insisted that the true basis was “the 
will to power.” a philosophy which, misunder- 
stood, furnished an excuse for the Prussian 
dream of world conquest. De Gaultier’s theory 
is that life can only be made sufferable bv 
being based on illusion, just as Madame Bovary 
was only happy when she believed of each 
lover that he came up to her ideal. Her idea! 
being false. sooner or later the ugly fact, the 
revolting reality, Finally 
unable to keep up the she committed 
suicide. 

De Casseres aseures us that 
the greatest living thinker in 
day.” However that may be. his pifiosophy 
has certainivy become the basis for a vast 
amount of modern fiction and playwriting. 
Life is at bottom so unbearable that we must 
sugar-coat it at any cost. tis no longer good 
or evil. merely a play of eternal forces. For 
man it is the supreme tragedy. And the 
grandeur of this tragedy is life’s justification. 

This writer cannot vouch for the accuracy 
of De Casseres’ interpretation of De Gaultier’s 
philosophy. But, if the real is so devastating, 
and illusion, the un-real, our only salva- 
tion. is not this summing up by De Cagseres 
justified: 

“The superman?” he says. “He is the man 
who pdPticipates in life and watches his own 
antics with an indulgent irony. He is the man 
who is coth actor and spectator at once. He 
is the man who commits ail the foilies of 
sentiency for the sake of the gesture and in 
order to analyze his sensations. He & the 
man who reinvents and reappraises himself 
each day: one who walks ahead of himself 
perpetually; one who dances with joy on the 
catafalque of yesterday: one who indulges 
every passion and.is the flower of culture.”
